ny Defence againſt ſuch Weapons, is very un- 
accountable, The Elect do not know what it is 
to deſpair: and till that happens, the Tories 
ought not to triumph. But nothing is ſurpri- 
Zing in an Age of Amuſements. Whilſt ſome 
are contending for the very odd Maxim, That 
| they ought to be preferr'd, who would be good Sub- 
jects, tho? they were out of Favour : Others are no 
leſs idly ſollicitous about xeſtoring thoſe, who 
bave the only Pretenſions to Power, whether to pro- 
cure or to keep it; I take it for granted, that 
the Whigs muſt and will come into Play again: 
becauſe they are the only Maſters of all thoſe uſe- 
ful Arts and Inventions, by which, under Provi- 
dence, Turns and Changes are brought about in 
the World; and therefore ſince it is, and ever 
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was the Buſineſs of that Party, of which I pro- 
feſs my (elf an unworthy Member, to give intire | 
Satisfaction to all ſorts of Conſciences, I ſhall en- 
deavour to prepare my Fellow-Subjects for the 
Alteration, by lay ing down the beſt Reaſons for 
it Ican.

If we have the Welfare of England at Heart. 
and would gladly be delivered from this long and 
ö expenſive War, in which we are engag'd: We 
| ſhould wiſh with Impatience for the Reſtoration 
of the Whigs, who are the only Men that can put 
an End to this Affair with Safety and Honour, 
The Conduct of the Tories, ſince they have been 
at the Helm, will foon convince us of all this. 
They have taken Care of the Indies, and made a 
Trade and Advantage of that, which at all Ha- 
zards ſhould have been undertaken, I mean the 
Conqueſt of South America, which at long run is 
the Conqueſt of France; they have provided for 
Spain, and ſtopt the growing Debt of the Nation;

on for the War: There had been an end of all our 
Troubles, and the Whigs would have ſtood to 
their firſt Word with Honour, and ,owned the 
Duke of Anjou with a moſt profound. Submiſſion 
to Providence, which perhaps. might have been 
mentioned in the Journal, Whereas, under the 
Tories, how far off is this delicious Proſpect?

I appeal to the Knowledge of all who 
have been converſant in theſe Affairs, whether 
there was nota greater Regard paid to our Alli 
under the Adminiſtration of the Whigs. Di 
we think it worth onr while to Quarrel with a 
Neighbouring Country for a few naſty Fiſhes, or 
the Rarce-Show of a Company of Monſters from 
Africk *?

There is another Great Concern, I mean the 
Security of the Proteſtant Religion, which I am 
ſure can never flouriſh as it did, till the Whigs 
are again empowred to take it under their Pro- 
tection.

are Maſters of to a Perfection; by which we 
brought about that Bleſſed Turn, and preſerved 
Religion at a Time, when the Slaviſh Daſtardly 
Tories were preparing themſelves for Smiubfield 
Market. If therefore we have any Regard for 
the Reformation, and are Real and Sincere when 
we Declare againſt France and Popery, we ſhould 
join Hands in behalf of Thoſe, who are the moſt 
Profeſſed Enemies to Rome, and Hearty Friends 

to every thing that is called Proteſtant in Europe. 
The Gentlemen, who are now in Power, value 
themſelves upon nothing ſo much, as upon their 
Loyalty, and Love of Monarchy, whoſe Rights 
and Prerogatives they always talk of defending 
and ſupporting.

How many Noble Bran- 
ches of Commerce have been lately ſunk, and to- 
tally loſt ? The Premiums for Remittances are 


conſiderably abated ; The Trafficking with the 
Debts of the Navy, the vaſt and profitable Trade 
to the Straights of Change- Alley, the g. ; 
Income, and prodigious Importation of Privy 
Seals, the Augmentations for Secret Service, the 
Dram - backs upon Small- beer and Hopps, the Noble 
Manufacture of the Spamſh Wooden-Legg, the 
Trade of Way and of Peace, of Unions and Allian- 
ces, the great Advantage of Battles and Sieges, are 
all in extreme Danger: And God only knows © 
how ſoon they may be at an end. And who are 
the Men, whom we are to thank for all this? I 
need not name the Tories: Every one will fix it 
upon them: Let them take it off if they can.

= Pleaſure; ſee the Inſolence and Folly of the Men!

And was not that an Age of Trials to the 
Church? I hope it can never be ſuppos'd, that 
Men of our Principles, could have a Deſign to ad- 


vance or promote any other Religion; whilſt te 


Tories by lifting the Church too high, by moun-

their Power and Intereſt ? The Presbyterians are a

* Allie would have been of ſingular Uſe to a decli- 
ning Clergy, had they been at leiſure to conſult 
their own Happineſs and Security. We own, 


we gave a conſiderable Check to Con vocationts, 
ſcarce permitted them to meet, and never ſuf- 
fer'd them to fit, and we glory in the Manage- 
ment; by this we gave the Church a Demon- 
ſtration, how mach we had her Safety and Ho- 
nour at Heart, when we wonld not be Acceſlary 
to thoſe unnatural Broils and Contentions, which 
ſo often endanger her Peace, nor put it into the 
C 2 Pow- 
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Power of the Clergy todeſtroy one another. Can 
it ever be imagined, that when the firſt and lea- 
ding Prelates of the Church were all along in the 
Secret with the Directors of the Junta, They 
ſhould not make themſelves Maſters of all that 
Fineneſs of Politicks, that might preſerve the-Ec- 
cleſiaſtical Conſtitution, which we had practiſed 
with ſuch Succeſs for the Security of the Civil?

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Proof of its being the ſtri& Method of Juſtice,when

Reproaches; Did we not bring ſome of them 
over to the Doctrine of Lawn Sleeves, and how 
much was that for their Advantage ? How much 
greater therefore are our Pretenſions to their 
Favour, than thoſe of the Tories? For which 


Reaſon, we call upon them to fight onr Battels, # 


and to exert themſelves and the Conrage of their 
Anceſtors in our Behalf, and to bring about ano- 
ther Happy Reſtoration. | 
As no Set of Men do more cordially Profeſs to 
humour the People in all reaſonable Requeſts than 
the Whigs; fo they are abundantly prepared to |

hearty Promiſes did the Tories make them, (han 
ey

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Truckling to the Tories, and taking their Pay in- 
ſtead of their Plunder, and not ſufficiently reſent 
the Folly, and as heartily proſecute their Trea- 
chery, who would not draw the Union cloſer, 
and with a handſome Equivalent make our Bre- 
thren Whigs as well as Britons? Now at length 
our Eyes are open; and we may diſcern of what 
Species our famed Converts are; we may eaſily

it ſelf could not preſerve our candid Proceedings 


from 
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from being Reflected on. Others might puniſh e- 
very thing, and remit nothing, and yet claim 
the Character of Uprigbt Patriots: We granted 
a General Indulgence, and only put a Reſtraint 
upon two or three Crimes, and yet are call'd Bi- 
gotted and Intemperate, What Tryal, what De- 
bate, what Publick Cauſe, was there, in which 
we had nota very tender Regard for our own and 
the Nation's Friends ? With what, Face then can 
they complain of our Want of Moderation ? Is it 


. uſaal for Men to talk perpetually of Moderation, 


and to ſound ſcarce any thing elſe from the Senate, 
the Bench, the Bar, the Preſs, and the Pulpit ; if 


they never intended to practiſe any ſuch Duty? 


Can we be thought ſo mad as to accuſe the Tories, 
when they preſume to inquire into any Backſli- 
dings of the Faithful, of the Want of Moderation 


if we did not believe there was ſuch a Vertue ? 


Take a View of us in the Proceedings and Conduct 
of our Viccroys, our Secretaries, our Judges, our 
Biſhops, and all our Subalterns, and then accuſe us 
of failing in this Duty if you can? In ſhort, give 
us the Power again, if you would try our Tem- 
per: For ſo fond were we of Moderation, that we 
had a Spice of it even in our Manners, our Senſe, 


our Good-nature, our Honeſty, our Religion. 


Let the Onion, which wants fo much to be E- 
ſtabliſh'd and Fortified, be another Reaſon for 
Reſtoring the Whigs ; who firſt contriv'd it, 
happily accompliſh'd ir, and ſcem to have a Title 
to take Care of it, as a Child of their own, Is it 
reaſonable, that the Tories ſhould ſtep in, and 
reap the Fruits of our Labours ?

Scandal by Interpretation? Was there any Dread 
upon the Subject from Committees of Affections, 
or of Examinations? Did not the Preſs, and the 
Bar, and all Sorts of Pulpits, run Riot as they 
pleas d? The Church, the Throne, the Mitre, to- 
gether with the dead Letter of the Law and the 
Goſpel were not exempted: All the Reſtraint was 

that no one ſhould teach Fundamentals, or ſhoul 

Iibel the Saints and the Elect, and was not this 
Juſt and reaſonable ? But to what Extravagan- 
ces of Tyranny are the Tories now hurrying ? If 
we Whigs do but ſin over our old Precedents, and 
claim the Rights and Liberties, which, becauſe 
they were our own, we very equitably dented to 
others; preſently they ſtep in, and plead thoſe 


very Laws, and would infli thoſe very Penalties, 


which we made and ſettled, as if they, forſooth, 
the ſworn Enemies of the Government, were up- 
on a Level with its beſt Friends and Supporters? 
Nay, are they not making what Haſte they can 
to Remove thoſe Incumbrances which lay hard up- 
on the Crown, which we plac'd there, on Pur- 
poſe to embarraſs the PreroMrtive, and make the 
Aſlertors of Liberty neceſſary, and fit to have all 
the Power? Theſe the Tories are now throwing 
off, and ungratefully attempt to load them on our 
Shoulders, who deſpiſe their Malice, and 1 the 
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ſame time laugh to ſee their Folly, in admiring 


and contemplating the happy Union between Ma- 
jeſty, Goodneſs, Piety, Compaſſion, and Ten- 
derneſs, whilſt they want the Senfe to improve a 
Royal Foible :. and know not the right Uſe they 
ought to make of thoſe convenient Vertues, tho? 
they have our Inſtructions ringing in their 
Ears, and our Examples freſh in their Memo- 
ries, : . | 
Let any of the Hack-Writers among the To- 
ries tell me, whether they ought not to be reſto- 
red to Power, who beſt know how to keep and 
defend it? How can they expect to ſtand long, 
who are ſo eaſily blown down with every Puff of 
Wind? Whereas we, who make Storms, can 
abide them. A civil Meſſage, a Frow, a ſhort 
Billet, or even the Blaſting of the Breath of the 
Royal Noſtrils, could ſend the poor heartleſs 
Tories packing; and deprive them of all; where- 
as we ſtood out manfully, bullied the State, de- 
fied, ſwagger'd, talk'd of our Generals, our Ad- 
mirals, our Rights, our Riches : Appealed to the 
Army, cried out for Help to Holland, bid the 
Bank ſtand by us, and like brave Champions 
neglected nothing that was for our Honour an 
Safety ; and here I muſt beg leave to make uſe of 
the Prince of Condes Words upon another Occa- 
ſion, How well do ſuch Men deſerve Power, who 
could ſo bravely defend it! What have we done, 
that we did not and do not ſtill juſtify ? Have 
they convinced vs of any one Fault? They muſt 
be ſhallow Politicians indeed, who can believe, 
that ſince we were turned out with ſo much Dif- 
ficulty, we ſhall not find it eaſy to come in a- 
gain. 4

And 
according to this Perſwaſion, when we were in 
Power, we would not leave ſo much as one of 
them in the Miniſtry. But on the other Hand, 
the Tories, tho they clamour at the very Word 
Maderation, do not deny us the Poſſibility of be- 
ing good Subjects: For when they are in, they 
admit great Numbers out of our Party, to be 
Partners of their Power; truſt, careſs, and be- 
lieve us, let us into the Secret, and divide the 
Profits with us; when a Man therefore turns To- 
ry, he runs much the greateſt Hazard of Exclu- 
ſion : But all is Rugg, as the Gameſters ſay, with 
the Whigs ; and this is another never failing Rea- 
{on, why the Whigs will, and ſhall, and muſt

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- Great has been the Triumph of tbe [Rampant 
party, upon the going off of the Mob from their 
antient Allies; and after they were raiſed by us, 
declaring for the Enemy, It was pleafant, to fee 
us raking in the old Tory Pamphlets, for Railery 
againſt Tumults and Rabling: tho“ upon rhe firſt 
Importation} of a few Colours from Flanders, and 
the Aſſurances given us by '[riſÞ Tom, who had 
fixt the Time to May- Day, we firmly believ'd, 
we ſhould have them again on our Side: land then 
thoſe Reaſons and Raileries would revert to their 
firſt Owhers.

Oftentation of our Wealth, that our loving Sub- 
jects began to think cf claiming their Part in the 
Plunder: Yer now theſethings are all over,we have 
ſtood»the Shock much bettet than the Tories. uſed 
to do, when they were attack'd by the very ſame 
Weapons; and there is all the Reafon to believe, 
that the Tories will ſoon take theic Turn; for 
that Poverty we have brought and entailed upon 
the People, will ſoon make them mutiny againſt 
their preſent Directors, tho they are not in Fault, 
before they can retrieve our Miſmanagement. 
The Octobrians, as the hot Weather comes on, 
will perhaps begin ſume Gambol or other, dreſs 
a Scare-Crow for vs, or it may be, give us ſome 
very great Rogue or Raparee in Diſtceſs, as bad 
2s our ſelves, that we may have Put upon him,

Are we 
ſo exhauſted ? Did we not preſently give out, 
that they never intended all this, but comply'd

Did we not aſſure the World, that ſome of their

with us, but to Betray and Undermine us, and 
that we ſhall never forgive them the Late Turn ? 
And did we not preſently trump up a Diſtinction 
of Old and New Whigs, and give out that the New 
Whigs, moſt of which were of the Late Miniſtry, 
were Falſe Brethren, 'and as ſuch ought ro be di- 
veſted ; and that moſt of the New Miniſtry are . 
Old Whigs, and ought to be joined to the Old

Succeſs, and our Good Genius has not forſaken us ?

Power of Money, which is ſo much the Property 


of our Party, and which may be turned to a very 


good account, c'er it is accounted tor, and the 


exorbitant Surpluſage Refunded. Beſides this,

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the great Increaſe of our Neceſſary Homen, who 


are ſo apt to do gaod to the Diſtreſſed; as alſo 
the Method of the Tories, Who take all Advanta- 
ges of the Diviſions between the Old and New 
Whigs, the Subſcribers and Thoſe who ſtand our, 
as we. did of their Diviſions : Who erect Clubs to 
promote their latereſt by a Pretended Op 
tion; and in ſhort, give into a great many of our 
Meaſures, which may at laſt lead them into thoſe 
that Ruined Us. But I wave theſe Confidera- 
tions: Thoſe I have already mentioned, are ſuf- 
ficient for the Conſolation of our Friends, and the 
Terror of our Enemies. 


More might be aid, if the Times would hear 
it; and leſs could not have been ſaid, without 
wronging a Good Cauſe, which God, in his own 
Good Seaſon, will take Care of. 1 hope it will 
one time or other be Remembered to my Advan- 


tage, That I have Dared to be Honeſt in a Vil- | 


Janous Age, and to appear boldly in the Face of 
the World, an Advocate and Defender of the 
Injured and Oppreſſed, who yet have Deſerved 
other Uſage from their Country. Others could 
write of Publicola, Ariſtides, Atticus, and Epami- 
nondas, when they Flouriſhed and were at the 
Head of Affairs: My. Task has been to acknow- 
dedge and proclaim their Merit, and with it the 
'Tngratitude of their Country, now they are Di- 
ſtreſſed and Forſaken, . Every body ſees to what 
a Monſtrous Pitch, the known Inſolence of the
